ORDER IN COUNCIL UNDER THE DOCKYARD Ports REGULATION 
Act, 1865 (28 & 29 Vict. oc. 125), AS TO THE DOCKYARD Port 
OF DEPTFORD.

Whereas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it is 
enacted (among other things) that it shall be lawful for His 
Majesty in Council, from time to time, by Order in Council to 


define the limits of a Dockyard Port for the purposes of that 
Act : 


And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in rela- 
tion to any Dockyard Port it shall be lawful for His Majesty in 
Council, from time to time, by Order in Council, to make

‘12. In the event of an Officer with ten years or more reckonable 
service dying: while still employed in the Royal Fleet Auxiliary service 
or in any service reckonable under Clauses 7 and 8 his legal personal 
representatives may be awarded a gratuity not exceeding the amount 
of a year’s emoluments of the deceased, calculated at the rate (ex- 
clusive of allowances) applicable to his last day of service in his 
substantive rank. 

Provided that :— 


Where during tlie last three years of reckonable service, the 
Officer has not held throughout the substantive rank which he 
holds at death, the amount of the gratuity shall be determined 
by averaging the emoluments received by him during the last 
three years of such service. 


“13. Should. an Officer become permanently incapacitated or die 
during a break in his employment which has not exceeded one year 
he or his legal. personal representatives shall, provided he is not at 
the time in other employment, be eligible for the award of a retiring 
allowance or of a gratuity under Clause 12 as the case may be. 
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“14. In the event of the death of an Officer who has been granted 
a retiring allowance, if the sums actually received by or payable to 
him at the time of his death on account of such allowance are less 
than the amount of the gratuity pavable under Clause 12, his legal 
personal representatives may be awarded a gratuity equal to the 
difference. 

Provided that where an Officer who has been granted a retiring 
allowance, and is re-employed dies during such re-employment, the 
total amount of such retiring allowance received or payable prior to 
death shall be deducted from the gratuity which will. subject to the 
proviso to Clause 12, be based on the emoluments of the substantive 
rank held by him, either on his last day of service, or at date of 
original retirement whichever are the greater. 


“15. The Admiralty may at their discretion award allowances 
at tates less than those provided in Clause 2, and may reduce, suspend 
or withhold any allowance already awarded under these Regulations. 


“16. Notwithstanding anything contained in these Regulations, 
if anv Officer of any rank in the Royal Fleet Auxiliary service not 
beg a ‘ workman’ as defined in the Workmen’s Compensation Act, 
1925, is injured in the actual discharge of his duty without his own 
default, and by some injury, specifically attributable to the nature 
of his duty, the Admiralty may grant to him, or if he dies, to his 
widow, his mother if wholly dependent upon him at the time of his 
death. and to his children, or to any of them, such gratuity or annual 
allowance as, after consultation with the Lords Commissioners of 
HM. Treasury, may appear reasonable, but not exceeding the 
amount of the gratuity or annual allowance awardable in similar 
circumstances to a Civil Servant under any Warrant framed under 
Section 1 of the Superannuation Act, 1887, and for the time being 
in force. 


“17. In the event of any question arising on the interpretation 
or administration of these Regulations, the decision of the Admiralty 


thereon shall be final.”

WHEREAS there was this day read at the Board a Memorial from 
the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, 
dated the 7th day of May, 1930, (C.W.), in the words following, 
V1Z. -— 


‘Whereas by section 3 of the Naval and Marine Pay and Pensions 
Act, 1865, it 18 enacted, inter alia, that all pay, pensions, or other 
allowances in the nature thereof, payable in respect of services in 
Your Majesty’s Naval or Marine Force to a person being, or having 
been, an Officer, Seaman, or Marine therein, shall be paid in such 
manner, and subject to such restrictions, conditions and provisions 
as are from time to time directed by Order in Council : 


‘‘And whereas by section 3 of the Officers of Royal Naval Reserve 
Act, 1863, it is enacted, inter alia, that Officers of the Reserve shall 
be entitled to receive such pay and allowances as we, with the consent 
of Your Majesty in Council, may from time to time appoint : 


“And whereas by the Naval Forces Act, 1903, it 1s enacted that 
the Admiralty shall have power to raise and maintain a Force to be 
called the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve and that any Volunteer 
enrolling under this Act, when serving for training afloat or called 
out for actual service shall be deemed to be serving in Your Majesty’s 
Naval or Marine Force within the meaning of the Naval and Marine 
Pay and Pensions Act, 1865: 


‘And whereas by Clause 9 of Section X of Schedule V to Your 
Order in Council bearing date the 22nd day of January, 1920, and by 
certain subsequent Orders Your Majesty was graciously pleased 
to direct that the rates of full pay, unemployed pay, half pay, retired 
pay, and gratuities authorised therein for Oflicers of Your Majesty's 
Naval, Marine, Naval Reserve and Naval Volunteer Reserve Forces 
should be subject to revision periodically : 


“And whereas by Your Order in Council bearing date the 25th 
day of July, 1927, Your Majesty was graciously pleased to establish 
revised rates of full pay, unemployed pay, half pav and certain allow- 
ances for Officers of Your Majesty’s Naval, Marine, Naval Reserve and 
Naval Volunteer Reserve Forces, as well as revised rules for computing 
the retired pay of Officers of Your Majesty’s Naval and Marine Forces 
and revised rates of gratuity for certain of them, and at the same time 
to direct that the said revised rates and rules should have effect from 
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the Ist day of July, 1927, and be subject to further review on or after 
the Ist day of July, 1930: 


‘‘ And whereas we are of opinion that, except as otherwise provided 
in the Schedule annexed hereto, the standard rates of full pay, unem- 
ployed pay, half pay and certain allowances and the standard scales of 
retired pay and gratuity authorized by Your Majesty’s Order in 
Council bearing date the 22nd day of January, 1920, and certain 
subsequent Orders, should be reduced by approximately 7 per cent., 
with effect from the lst day of July, 1930: 


‘We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may be 
graciously pleased by Your Order in Council :— 


(1) To establish revised rates of full pay, unemployed pay, half 
pay and certain allowances for Officers of Your Majesty's 
Naval, Marine, Naval Reserve and Naval Volunteer 
Reserve Forces with effect from the lst day of July, 1930. 

(2) To establish revised rules for computing the retired pay of 
Officers of Your Majesty’s Naval and Marine Forces 
with effect from the Ist day of July, 1930. 

(3) To establish revised rates of gratuity payable on discharge 
or retirement to Officers of the Royal Naval Shore Signal 
Service and Chief Inspectors of the Royal Marine Police 
with effect from the Ist day of July, 1930. 

(4) To direct that the revised rates and revised rules provided 
in the Schedule hereto attached shall be subject to further 
review on or after the Ist day of July, 1931,

“1, Subject to the exceptions stated in paragraph 2 below, the 
revised rules in paragraph 3 of this Section shall apply to all rates 
of retired pay of Officers of the Royal Navy and Royal Marines autho- 
rised by the Order in Council of the 22nd January, 1920, and subsequent 
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Orders and, subject to the same exceptions, shall apply to the retired 
pay of all officers in receipt of such rates and with effect from the 


Ist July, 1930. 


“2. The revised rules of this Section shall not apply to :--- 


(a) Retired pay reckoned at rates which were established prior 
to Order in Council of the 22nd January, 1920. 

(6) Retired pay granted to certain Officers retired under the 
provisions of the Special Retirement Schemes sanctioned 
by the Orders in Council of the 14th July, 1922, and the 16th 
January, 1924, 2.e., those whose retired pay was therein 
specifically exempted from subsequent review. 

(c) Additional retired pay for disablement, and, except as 
provided in paragraph 3 (c) below, disability retired pay 
awarded under the provisions of the Order in Council of 
the llth October, 1923. 

(qd) Pensions for wounds and other injuries awarded under the 
provisions of Chapter LII of the King’s Regulations and 
Admiralty Instructions, 1913. 


“3. Revised Rules. 


(a) Retired pay reckoned at the Officer’s half-pay rate :-—- 


In such cases the revised rates of half-pay shown in 
Section IV of this Schedule shall apply. 


(6) Retired pay reckoned at other than a half-pay rate : 
(i) A reduction at the rate of 7 per cent. shall be

applied to the Officer’s yearly rate or retired 
pay reckoned according to the appropriate 
standard scale as defined in Section I of this 
Schedule, provided that if the resulting yearly 
rate be not an integral multiple of 10s. it shall 
be increased or decreased to the nearest 10s. 
per annum, exact amounts of 5s. or 15s. being 
increased to 10s. or £1 respectively in favour 


of an Officer. 


Where an Officer has commuted any portion of 
retired pay which is subject to revision under 
these rules his retired pay shall be reduced by 
the same amount as if he had not commuted. 


In cases where an Officer retired under the pro- 
visions of the Order in Council of the 12th Octo- 
ber, 1925, or of any previous or subsequent 
Order conferring upon the Admiralty the power 
of retiring an Ofhcer with a reduced rate of 
retired pay, if such reduced rate of retired pay be 
based upon a standard rate, such reduced rate of 
retired pay shall be subject to a further reduction 
at the rate of 7 per cent.

Vessels’ to > keep clear of H.M. Vessels or other vessels in charge 
of H.M. officers. 


1. When one of H.M. Vessely or other vessel in charge of H.M. 
Officers intending to pass into, through or out of the Dockyard Port 
of Rosyth or under w ay within the limits of the Dockyard Port 
hoists the Red Ensign over M Flag (International Code—A|]pha- 
betical) by day, or a red light by night at the foremast head, all 
other vessels under way within the Dockyard Port shall keep out of 
the way of the said vessel, provided always that she shall be 
navigated with due care and at a moderate speed. When any vessel 
is showing either of the aforementioned signals, all other of H.M. 
Ships present in the port shall as a general warning hoist the Pilot 
Jack by day, or by night show position lights (two white hghts 
vertical, 8 feet apart, hoisted at the peak, or if no gaff, hoisted 
abreast the maintop in the middle line of the ship or on the Ensign 
Staff). The same signals shall also be exhibited at the signal stations 
at EneDieeHh and at H. M. Dockyard at Rosyth for the same purpose. 


Passage through the Forth Bridge. 


2, No vessel may pass another vessel under the Forth Bridge. 
Outgoing steamers shall have priority of passage through the 
Bridge over incoming steamers, and incoming steamerg shall not 
approach the Bridge within a distance of half a mile until it shall 
have been ascertained that no vessel is coming out.

Regulations for Vessels crossing the Torpedo Range. 


7. Whenever practice with torpedoes takes place a red flag will 
be hoisted at the firing point and on the 2,000 yards Range ‘Target 
to warn vessels that practice is taking place within the areas 
referred to in Clause 18, of the First Schedule. Vessels having 
occasion to cross the range are to be guided by the positions of the 
red flag on the 2,000 yards Range Target. If hoisted nght up this 
flag indicates that a torpedo is about to be fired and vessels are not 
to cross the range; if seen to be low on the flagstaff it shows that 
the range is clear and can be crossed at any position south of the 
2,000 yards Range Target. 


Marking of Wrecks. 


8. Should a vessel sink or become a wreck in any part of the 
Dockyard Port so that an obstruction in a navigable fairway ie 
caused, which in the opinion of the King’s Harbour Master it is 
necessary to mark, such wreck shall be indicated in accordance 
with the Uniform system of Wreck-Marking off the coasts of the 
British Isles, as follows :— 


(1) Green shall be the colour for all purposes connected with 
Wreck-Marking, namely, for lichts, buoys, balls, shapes, 
wreck-marking vessels, &c. 


(2) Vessels and buoys shall have the word ‘‘ WRECK ” 
painted in white letters on their sides.

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(3) Throughout these regulations the term ‘‘ Starboard Hand " 
shall denote that side which would be on right hand cf 
the mariner, either going with the mainstream of the 
flood or approaching a harbour, river, or estuary from 
seaward ; the term ‘‘ Port Hand ”’ shall denote the left 
hand of the mariner in the same circumstances. 


(4) Shapes and Characteristics of Wreck-marking Buoys. 


When a wreck-marking buoy is used, it shall be of one 
of the following shapes, and (if a light 1s carried) it shall 
be lighted in one of the manners following to indicate 
to the mariner on which hand he should pass the buoy. 


(a) To be passed on the mariner’s Port hand— 
Shape ..... Can. 
Light ... If lighted, a Green Light giving 
two flashes. 
(b) To be passed on the mariner’s Starboard Hand— 
Shape... Conical. 
Light ... If lighted, a Green Light giving 
three flashes.

(5) Characteristics of Wreck-Marking Vessels.

(i) Between sunset and sunrise to carry the following 
lights :— 
(a) To be passed on the mariner’s Port Hand— 
T'wo green lights in a vertical line not less 
than 6 feet apart from the end of a cross- 
yard, the lower light to be of a height not 
less than 15 feet above the hull. 


(b) To be passed on the mariner’s Starboard 
: Hand— 

Three green lights in a vertical line not less 
than 6 feet apart from the end of a cross-

Four green lights, two in a vertical line one 
over the other, not less than 6 feet apart, on 
each end of a cross-yard with a horizontal 
distance between the lights at either end of 
the cross-yard not less than 15 feet, and no 
exceeding 25 feet.

(i) A wreck-marking vessel shall not carry the 
ordinary riding light for a vessel at anchor. 


(2) Shapes. 
Between sunrise and sunset to carry green balls o 
shapes corresponding in number and arrangement b 
the green lights as detailed above. 


(38) Sound Signals. 

A wreck-marking vessel during fog, mist, falling 
snow, or heavy rain-storms, whether by day or night, 
to ring a deep-toned bell at intervals of not more than 
30 seconds as follows :— 


(a) To be passed on the mariner’s Port Hand— 
Two strokes in succession. 


(b) To be passed on the mariner'’s Starboard

Harbour Channels—when to be kept clear.

ORDER IN COUNCIL AS TO THE DocKYARD PorRT oF PORTSMOUTH. 


At the Court at Buckingham Palace, the 19th day of May, 1981. 


PRESENT, 
The King’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 


Whereas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865,(@) it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council from 
time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of a 
Dockyard Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make regula- 
lions in relation to any Dockyard Port for all or any of the pur- 
poses in the said Act particularly mentioned, and for such other 
purposes as from time to time seem necessary, with a view te 
the proper protection of His Majesty’s vessels, dockyards, or 
property, or to the requirements of His Majesty’s Naval Service :

REGULATIONS. 


GENERAL. 


1. Moorings for His Majesty’s vessels, mark buoys, and other aids to 
navigation, and such other buoys as may be required for any purpose in 
connection with naval or military operations, may be placed by the King’s 
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Harbour Master in such positions as he may from time to time consider the 
requirements of His Majesty’s Service demand. 


2. No person shall lay moorings for private vessels, hulke, rafts, pontoons, 
bathing stages, houseboats, timber, or any floating structures in the Dock- 
yard Port without the permission in writing of the King’s Harbour Master, 
and all such moorings shall be in such positions as the King’s Harbour 
Master shall deem fit, and shall be forthwith removed on the requisition of 
the King’s Harbour Master to that effect. 


3. If at any time the anchor of any merchant or other private vessel 
hooks any Government moorings, or any electric cables, or moorings of buoys, 
the master of such vessel shall not proceed to unhook the same, but shall 
forthwith give notice thereof to the Admiral Superintendent or to the 
King’s Harbour Master, in order that aid may be given for clearing euch 
moorings or cables without doing damage to the same. 


4. No merchant or other private vessel of above five tons, compelled or 
allowed to anchor in or near any of the navigable channels of the Dockyard 
Port, shall be left at any time without a shipkeeper. 


5. No fishing from boate shall be carried on within one hundred feet of 
His Majesty’s Dockyards or other Government establishments. 


No trawling or fishing by nets, whether drift nets or set nete, shall be at 
any time carried on in the main fairway of Portsmouth Harbour insxe the 
Outer Spit Buoy. 


6. No ballast, stones, sand, earth, clay, refuse, ashes, rubbish, dust, 
filth of any description, nor refuse from any quarry, mine, or pit, nor any 
other matters solid or liquid whatsoever shall be unladen, cast or allowed 
to fall into the waters of the Dockyard Port, except in such places as 
may be appointed by the King’s Harbour Master, or upon the banks or any 
portion of the shore of the Dockyard Port where the same may be liable to 
be washed into the waters of the Dockyard Port by rain, tide, or otherwise; 
or into or upon the shores of any rivers or streams discharging into the 
Dockyard Port where the same may be liable to be washed into the said 
rivers or streams by rain, flood, or otherwise. 


7. The steam syren shall not be used within the limits of the Harbour 
except to prevent collision or in case of fog. 


8. No firearm nor air-gun shall be discharged from any vessel or from 
the shore, over the water of the Harbour of Portsmouth, including Forton 
Lake and Haslar Creek as far as Haslar Bridge between the following 
limits, namely :—on the south, a line from Blockhouse Point to the Round 
Tower, and on the north, a line from Foxbury Point to Hilsea Point; or 
within two hundred yards of any vessel in the remainder of the Dockyard 
Port, excepting always such discharge of firearms as may be necessary by 
His Majesty’s naval and military forces, and the metropolitan police 
employed within the limits of the said port, for drill or practice, and for 
the protection of His Majesty’s vessels and the naval and military magasines 
and establishments. 


9. No ship’s gun on board any merchant or other private vessel lying in 
the Harbour shall be kept loaded, nor shall any such gun be discharged 
except as a signal of distress. 


10. Whenever it may be necessary for mining or gunnery operations or 
experiments, dredging operations, or other naval or military purposes, to 
- reserve ‘any area for such operations or purposes, the area will be marked 
by buoys coloured Green and White, or by posts coloured Red, and after 
twenty-one days’ warning notice has been issued by the Admiralty, and 
published in the London Gazette, prohibiting within the area so marked 
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either trawling, or anchoring and kedging, or trawling, anchoring and 
kedging, or trawling, anchoring, kedging and passing through the said area, 
no vessel shall act in contravention of the said warning notice, unless com- 
pelled to do so by stress of weather or to avoid accident; nor when such 
area is uncovered or nearly uncovered at low water shall any person pass 
through or remain in it, unless by permission of and under such arrange- 
ments as may from time to time be made by the Officer in charge of such 
operations. 


11. Merchant and other private vessels having jibbooms or running bow- 
sprits shall run them in on entering the Harbour. within Blockhouse Point, 
and keep them in until the day of their leaving the Harbour. 


ANCHORAGE. 
General. 


12. All merchant or other private vessels shall be subject to the direction 
of the King’s Harbour Master. - 


13. No merchant or other private vessel shall lie, or be moored, so as to 
impede the free approach to any pier in the Dockyard Port used for 
purposes of regular passenger traffic, and when buoys are placed by the 
King’s Harbour Master to mark an approach to such pier, no vessel shall 
lie within the space so marked. 


14. No merchant or other private vessel shall make fast to, or lie at, any 
of the buoys marking the channels or shoals in the Dockyard Port. 


15. No merchant or other private vessel shall, without licence in writing 
from the Port Admiral, Admiral Superintendent, or King’s Harbour Master, 
be moored or fastened to any of the forts, government moorings, buoys, 
piles or vessels in the Dockyard Port. 


16. No vessel shall anchor on the line of any electric cable laid down in 
the Dockyard Port, when such line is indicated by whitewashed posts, or 
other discernible marks erected on shore, and a warning has been conveyed 
to mariners by notice issued by the Admiralty and published in the London 
Gazette, 

Spithead. 

17. No merchant or other private vessel shall be anchored or moored at 
Spithead within two cables of any of His Majesty’s vessels or foreign men-of- 
war lying there, and every merchant or other private vessel shall, on being 
required to do so, anchor in or remove to such place as the King’s Harbour 
Master or the Senior Naval Officer at Spithead may direct. 


18. When owing to special circumstances it is necessary to keep the 
anchorage at Spithead clear of merchant and other private vessels, the 
following signal will be hoisted at Horse Sand Fort: 

By day: A Jarge black pendant. 
By night: A white light over two red lights vertical. 

While either of these signals is hoisted no merchant or other private 
vessel shall anchor within an area bounded 

on the west, by a line drawn 180° through the centre of Gilkicker Fort 
to Sturbridge Shoal; 
on the east, by a line drawn 180° through Southsea Castle Light to a 
point 24 cables 090° from Noman’s Fort; 
on the north, by the 3 fathom line; and 
en the south, by the 10 fathom line; . 
and any vessel already anchored in this area is to abift berth accordingly. 
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19. No merchant or other private vessel shall be moored, anchored, or 
grounded within one cable of the Spit Fort, the Horse Fort, the Noman’s 
Fort or the St. Helen’s Fort. 


Portsmouth Harbour. 


20. Masters of vessels in the service of His Majesty’s Government or 
having Government cargoes on board are, immediately on arrival, to report 
themselves to the King’s Harbour Master and take the berth assigned w 
them by him. 

21. All merchant and other private vessels using the Harbour inside 
Blockhouse Point shall, unless special permission is obtained from the King’s 
Harbour Master to do otherwise, anchor, moor or lie on the shore only at 
the following places within the Harbour, namely :— 

(a) On the Gosport shore, on that part of it which lies between a 
straight line drawn true east from the Hard at Gosport and 
another such line drawn true east from the north corner of the 
wharf at Stony Steps, and extending into the Harbour to withio 
fifty fathoms from the centre of any of His Majesty’s moorings, 
but not so as to obstruct the main passage-way of the Harbour; 


(6) On the Portsmouth shore, within the area indicated by the following 
marks :— 
On the west; Lighthouse on Spit Fort in line with the western 
house at Point; 
On the north; Tower of Town Hall touching the south wall 
of the Gun Wharf Camber; 
and vessels shall not lie so as to obstruct the channel] into the 
Gun Wharf Camber, nor approach the piles in front of the Gun 
Wharf nearer than forty feet. 

22. Merchant and other private vessels may also (subject to clauses 8, 
9 and 10 of the Second Schedule of this Order) proceed to, and lie along- 
side, Flathouee Wharf in the vicinity of the Gasworks in Fountain Lake 
on the Portsmouth shore. 

23. Small yachts and other emall vessels may lie off Southsea beach, but 
out of the fairway into the Harbour, in such areas as the King’s Harbour 
Master may from time to time permit. 

24. No merchant or other private vessel shall lie or be moored, anchored, 
grounded, deposited or run on shore in the fairway of the channel of the 
jiarbour, or in the passages leading into that fairway, between the Outer 
Spit Buoy and Blockhouse Point on the west side and between the Horse 
Fort and the Round Tower on the east side. 

25. Small vessels may discharge by permission of the King’s Harbour 
Master between the Common Hard and that part of the Timber Pound 
called the Logs. 

26. Pilot and fishing boats which frequent the Harbour shall occupy the 
space above the Pontoon in Haslar Creek, or that part of the Gosport shore 
which lies between Blockhouse Point and the Gosport Pier; provided they de 
not interfere with any of His Majesty’s vessels, moorings or buoys, and that 
they leave a clear passage for any vessel into or out of the Creek at Haslar. 

27. Yachte having the privilege of laying up in Haslar Creek shall s0 
moor as to leave the channel clear and the anchors by mhich they are 
moored shall be buried. 

28. No vessel laid by or neglected as unfit for sea service shall lie within 


any part of the Harbour except on the shore between the point lying due 
east (true) of Whale Island and Mile End cemetery wall 
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PREVENTION OF FRR. - 


| %. No merchant or other private vessel shall be breamed in any part of 
the Harbour except on the beach at Gosport or Blockhouse at a distance of 
st least two hundred yards from any of His Majesty’s vessels or moorings. 
30. Within the distance of two hundred yards from any of His Majesty’s 
vessels, or Of any hired vessel in His Majesty’s service, or of any of His 
Majesty’s docks, dockyards, arsenals, powder magazines or wharves :— 

(2) No pitch, tar, resin, turpentine, grease, tallow, oil, nor other com- 
bustible matter, shall be boiled or heated on board of any merchant 
or other private vessel in the Harbour: 

(b) No fire shall be kept on board any merchant or other private veasel 
in the Harbour, except in steam vessels’ furnaces, between eleven 
o’clock in the evening and five o’clock in the morning from the 
Ist of October to the 3lst of March inclusive, or between eleven 
o’clock in the evening and four o’clock in the morning between 
the let of April and the 30th of September inclusive. 


31. No merchant or other private vessel laden wholly or in part with 
petroleum shall pass within the limits of the Harbour until certificates to 
the effect hereinafter mentioned have been lodged with the King’s Harbour 
Master and his permission has been obtained. 

First.—A test certificate from the port of shipment signed by a person 
skilled in the testing of petroleum and countersigned, if the port of 
shipment be a foreign port by the British Consul, and if the port of 
shipment be a British port by the Collector or other proper Officer of 
Customs, to the effect that the oil does not give off inflammable vapour 
below the temperature of 73 degrees of Fahrenheit’s thermometer. 

Second.—A certificate from the importers or brokers of the petroleum 
to the same effect. 

Any ship laden as above shall anchor near the edge of the Spit Band with 
the Spit Fort bearing north-east by east, until permission to pass within 
the limits of the Harbour is obtained. | | 


PENALTIES. 


32. The master of every merchant or other private vessel to which thie 
Order relates shall observe and cause to be observed the said regulations in 
this Schedule so far as they relate to his vessel, and if any master or other 
person acts in any respect in contravention of any of the said regulations, 
or fails to observe or to cause the same to be observed, he shall for every such 
offence be liable to a penalty not exceeding the sum of ten pounds.

GENERAL. 


Observance of ‘‘ Regulations for Preventing Collisions at Sea.”’ 


1. All vessels when within the limits of the Dockyard Port shall, except 
%s is otherwise provided in Clauses 12 and 17 of this Schedule, carry such 
lights aa are prescribed by the ‘‘ Regulations for Preventing Collisions at 
Sea’? made from time to time under the Merchant Shipping Act; and all 
vessels of every description shall also observe the steering and sailing rules 
wt forth in such regulations, except in so far as they are affected by the 
tulea hereinafter contained. | 
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Vessels to keep clear of any Fleet or Squadron assembled at Spithead. 


2. When any Fleet or Squadron is assembled at Spithead, no vessel sha! 
pass through the line of euch Fleet or Squadron, except in such directions 
and in such manner as shall be announced at the time by notice issued by 
the Admiralty and published in the London Gazette. Should the master 
of any vessel act contrary to such notice, the King’s Harbour Master may 
cause such vessel to be removed from the area occupied by euch Fleet or 


Squadron. 


Vessels not to approach Vessels carrying Royal or other Standard at 
Masthead. 


3. No vessel shall unnecessarily approach within 2 cables of any vessel 
carrying the royal or any other standard at the masthead, when under way 
in the waters of the Dockyard Port outside the limits of the Harbour. 


Sound Signals for Vessels in Sight of one another. 


4. Whenever steam vessels within the limits of the Dockyard Port are in 
risk of collision, they shall, in addition to any signals required by Article 28 
of the “‘ Regulations for Preventing Collisions at Sea,’’ indicate their own 
action as follows :— 

If steaming ahead, by one long blast on the whistle or syren. 


If stopped, by two long blasts. 


Regulations for Vessels going alongside certain Pters. 


5. Steam vessels approaching or leaving Clarence pier, Ryde pier, or 
other piers are to confine themselves to fhe lanes of approach marked by 
pecked lines on the Admiralty charts, in which lanes anchorage is prohibited. 


Speed of Vessels navigating the Port. 


6.—(a) No merchant or other private vessel, when navigating inside of 
Blockhouse Fort or when within half a mile of the shore in any part of the 
Dockyard Port outside Blockhouse Fort shall proceed at a greater speed than 
7 knots, subject as hereinafter provided. 

(b) No merchant or other private vessel shall exceed the speed of 12 knots 
in any part of the Dockyard Port when within half a mile of any of His 
Majesty’s vessels, whether those vessels are under way or at anchor. 


.(e) The owners of certain small craft possessing propelling mach nery 
making it impracticable for them to observe @ speed limit of 7 knots may be 
granted permission by the King’s Harbour Master io proceed at a speed 
up to but not in any case exceeding 10 knots, when inside Blookhouse Fort 
or when within half a mile of the shore in any other part of the Dockyard 
Port; such craft shall be navigated with caution and in accordance with the 
terms of the permission and shall give His Majesty’s vessels a wide berth. 
A permission so granted shall not affect or limit in any way the liability 
of the owner in respect of damage caused by the craft by wash or otherwise. 


Marking of Wrecks. 


7. Should a vessel sink or become a wreck in any part of the Dockyard 
Port so that an obstruction in a navigable fairway is caused, which in the 
opinion of the King’s Harbour Master it is necessary to mark, such wreck 
shall be indicated in accordance with the Uniform system of Wreck-Marking 
off the coasts of the British Isles, as follows :— 

'. (1) Green shall be the colour for all purposes connected with Wreck- 
eR Marking, namely, for lights, buoys, balls, ehapes, wreck-marking 


vessels, &c.

(2) Vessels and buoys shall have the word ‘“‘ WRECK.”’ painted in 
white letters on their sides. 


(3) Throughout these regulations the term “ Starboard Hand ”’ shall 


denote that side which would be on right hand of the mariner, 
either going with the mainstream of the flood or aproaching a 
harbour, river, or estuary from seaward; the term ‘‘ Port Hand ”’ 
shall denote the left hand of the mariner in the same 
circumstances. 


(4) Shapes and Characteristics of Wreck-marking Buoys. 


When a wreck-marking buoy is used, it shall be of one of the 
following shapes, and (if a light ie carried) it shall be lighted in 
one of the manners following to indicate to the mariner on which 
hand he should pass the buoy. 

(a) To be passed on the mariner’s Port Hand— 

Shape nae Can. 


Light ... If hghted, a Green Light giving two 
flashes. 
(b) To be passed on the mariner’s Starboard Hand— 
Shape ba Conical. 
Light kiss If lighted, a Green Light giving three 
flashes. 
(c) To be passed on either side— 
Shape se Spherical. - 
Light ink If lighted, a Green Light giving one 
flash. 


(5) Characteristics of Wreck-Murking Vessels. 


When a wreck-marking vessel is used, it shall carry the lights 
and shapes and give the sound signals following to indicate to the 
mariner on which hand he should pass the vessel :— 

(1) Lights. 
(i) Between sunset and sunrise to carry the following lights :— 
(a) To be passed on the mariner’s Port Hand— 
Two green lights in a vertical line not less than 
6 feet apart from the end of a cross-yard, the lower 
light to be of a height not less than 15 feet above the 
hull. 
(b) To be passed on the mariner’s Starboard Hand— . 
Three green lights in a vertical line not less than 
6 feet apart from the end of a cross-yard, the lowest 
light to be of a height not less than 9 feet above the 
hull. 
(c) To be passed on either side— 
Four green lights, two in a vertical line one over 
the other, not less than 6 feet apart, on each end of 
a cross-yard with a horizontal distance between the 
lights at either end of the cross-yard not less than 
15 feet, and not exceeding 25 feet. The height of the 
two lower lights to be not less than 15 feet above the 
hull. 
(i1) A wreck-marking vessel shall not carry the ordinary riding 
light for a vessel at anchor. 
(2) Shapes, 
Between sunrise and sunset to carry green balls or shapes 
corresponding in number and arrangement to the green lights 


as detailed above. 
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(83) Sound Signals. | 
A wreck-marking vessel during fog, mist, falling snow, or 
heavy rain-storms, whether by day or night, to ring a deep- 
toned bell at intervals of not more than 30 seconds as follows :— 
(a) To be passed on the mariner’s Port Hand— 
Two strokes in succession. 
(b) To be passed on the mariner’s Starboard Hand— 
Three strokes in succession. 
(c) To be passed on either side— 
Four strokes in succession. 


PortsmoutTH HaRsovr. 
Regulations for Vessels of and above 700 tons. 


8. Vessels of and above 700 tons net register, with the exception of regular 
trading vessels having fixed days for arriving and sailing, shall enter or leave 
the Harbour under the directions of the King’s Harbour Master. 


9. The directions referred to in the preceding rule shall be applied for 
weekly, on a form rendered for that purpose, by the agent or the shipowner, 
showing vessels due for arrival and departure during the ensuing week. 
The times stated shall be as precise as is reasonably practicable and any 
excessive or unexpected departure therefrom, due to stress of weather, 
strikes or other unforeseen causes, shall be communicated by telephone to 
the King’s Harbour Master during office hours, vis., on every weekday except 
Saturday from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. and on Saturday from 8 a.m. to 1 p.m. 


10. Sailing vessels of and above 700 tons net register not previously 
notified under rule 9 above shall, on arrival at Spithead, apply to the King’s 
Harbour Master at the Dockyard, by signal through Horse Fort and Dock- 
yard Tower, for the said directions. 


Ferries. 


11. Any ferry vessel however propelled plying across the harbour shall 
between sunrise and sunsct keep out of the way of all seagoing vessels and 
of tugs towing trains of barges. 

12. Every such ferry vessel, propelled by means of chains or in any other 
way confined to a fixed track, shall, instead of the lights directed to be 
carried by the ‘“‘ Regulations for Preventing Collisions at Sea,’’ carry four 
lights, one at each corner, showing white ahead and astern in the direction 
of the ferry track, and red on the beam or athwart the ferry track, each 
light to be visible for at least 2 miles. 


Vessels to keep clear of H.M. Vessels or other vessels in charge of 
H.M. Officers. 


13. When one of H.M. Vessels or other vessel in charge of H.M. Officers 
hoists the Red Ensign over M Flag (International Code—Alphabetical) by 
day, or a red light by night at the foremast head, denoting that ehe 1s 
under way for the purpose of passing in or out of the Harbour, all other 
vessels under way in the harbour shall keep out of the way of the said 
vessel, provided always that the said vessel shall be navigated with due 
care and at a moderate speed. When any vessel is showing either of the 
aforementioned signals the Pilot Jack shall be hoisted as a general warning 
by day by all other of H.M. Ships present in the port, at the Semaphore 
Tower, at Fort Blockhouse, at ‘‘ Vernon ’’ Shore Establishment, and at the 
sub-signal station at the South West corner of No. 3 basin. By night for 
the same purpose the same ships and stations, with the addition of Horse 
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Fort, Shall show position lights (two white lights vertical, 8 feet apart, 
misted at the peak, or if no gaff, hoisted abreast of the maintop in the 
uiddie line of the ship or on the Ensign Staff). 


14. When and so long as the Pilot Jack is hoisted at the Semaphore 
Tower, at ‘‘ Vernon ’’ Shore Estabhshment, and at the sub-signal station 
a, the South West corner of No. 3 basin denoting that one of H.M. Vessels 
w intending to enter or leave one of the docks, basins, jetties, etc., at H.M. 
Dockyard at Portsmouth all other vessels under way in the Dockyard Port 
ucluding all boats and small craft shall keep out of the way of H.M. Vessel 
which is being moved and of the tugs which may be in attendance upon her. 


Signal directing vessels and boats to keep out of the way. 


15. When any csea-going steam vessel, steam vessel towing, steam dredger 
or steam hopper within the limits of the Dockyard Port shall by reason of 
the crowded nature of the channel or anchorage, or from any other cause 
ind it unsafe or impracticable to keep out of the way of other vessels or 
boats she shall signify the same by four short blasts of the steam whistle or 
yyren blown in rapid succession, and all vessels and boats shall keep out of 
the way of the vessel making this signal; provided always that the latter 
hall be navigated with due care and at a moderate speed. 


Harbour Channel. When to be kept clear. 


16. When it is specially necessary to keep the harbour channel clear, 
owing to a very large vessel or Royal Yacht entering or leaving harbour, 
ared oblong flag with a white diagonal bar will be hoisted by day, or one 
red light either above or below two white lights vertical by night at the 
Semaphore Tower, at Fort Blockhouse, at Horse Fort, at ‘‘ Vernon ”’ Shore 
Establishment, and at the sub-signal station at the South West corner of 
No. 3 basin; and while this flag is flying (whether or not accompanied by 
other flags) or these lights are being shown, no vessel is to enter the 
channel from either end. 


Lights and Signals for Dredgers. 


lj. A dredger when at work or in position for working shall carry the 
following Lights and Signals, viz. :— 


Lights between Sunset and Sunrise :— 


(a) Forward.—In the forward part of the dredger at a height of not 
less than 20 and not exceeding 40 feet above the hull a white light in 
a lantern so constructed as to show aclear, uniform and unbroken light 
visible all round the horizon at a distance of at least one mile. 


(b) Amidships.—Three such white lights placed in a triangular form 
at least 8 feet apart, at right angles to the keel and with the apex 
uppermost, the base of the triangle to be at least 10 feet higher than 
the forward light and to be also higher than and clear of the frame 
work, funnels or other erections upon the dredger. If so moored or 
working as to make it necessary to prohibit the passage of vessels on 
one or both sides, a red light or lights in a lantern so constructed as 
to show a clear, uniform and unbroken light visible all round the horizon 
at a distance of at least one mile, is, or are, to be substituted for the 
lower light or fights of the triangle on the side or sides on which 
passage is prohibited. 

(c) Aft.—One such white light at or near the stern of the dredger 


and at such a height that it shall not be less than 15 feet lower than 
the forward light. ; 
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Signals between Sunrise and Sunset :— 


Amidships.—Three black balls of not less than two feet in diameter 
placed in a triangular form at least 8 feet apart, at right angles to the 
keel with the apex uppermost, the base of the triangle to be higher 
than and clear of the framework, funnels or any other erection upon 
the dredger. If so moored or working so as to make it necessary to 
prohibit passage on one or both sides, a red flag or flags at least 5 feet 
in the hoist is; or are, to be substituted for the lower ball or balls 
of the triangle on the side or sides on which passage is prohibited. 


Signal in Fog:— 
In fog, mist, falling snow or heavy rain storms a dredger at work or in 


@ position for working, shall at intervals of not more than one minute 
sound a gong rapidly for about five seconds.

effect from the Ist July, 1931. 


‘2. The revised rules of this Section shall not apply to :— 


(a) Retired pay reckoned at rates which were established prior 
: to Order in Council of the 22nd January, 1920. 


(b) Retired pay granted to certain Officers retired. under the 
provisions of the Special Retirement Schemes sanctioned 
by the Orders in Council of the 14th July, 1922, and the 
16th January, 1924, i.e., those whose retired pay was 
therein specifically exempted from subsequent review. 


(c) Additional retired pay for disablement, and, except as pro- 
vided in paragraph 3 (c) below, disability retired pay. 
awarded under the provisions of the Order in Council 
of the 11th October, 1923. 
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(d) Pensions for wounds and other injuries awarded under the 
provisions of Chapter LII of the King’s Regulations and 
Admiralty Instructions, 1913. 


3. Revised Rules. 


(a) Retired pay reckoned at the Officer’s half-pay rate :— 
In such cases the revised rates of half-pay shown in 
Section IV of this Schedule shall apply. 
(b) Retired pay reckoned at other than a half-pay rate :— 

Qi) A reduction at the rate of 8 per cent. shall be 
applied to the Officer’s yearly rate of retired 
(pay reckoned according to the appropriate 
standard scale as defined in Section I of this 
Schedule, provided that if the resulting yearly 
rate be not an integral multiple of 10s. it shall 
be increased or decreased to the nearest 10s. 
per annum, exact amounts of 5s. or 15s. being 
increased to 10s. or £1 respectively in favour 
of an Officer. 

(ii) Where an Officer has commuted any portion of 
retired pay which is subject to revision under 
these rules his retired pay shall be reduced by 
the same amount as if he had not commuted. 

(iii) In cases where an Officer retired under the pro- 
visions of the Order in Council of the 12th 
October, 1925, or of any previous or subsequent 
Order conferring upon the Admiralty the power 
of retiring an Officer with a reduced rate of 
retired pay, if such reduced rate of retired pay 
be based upon a standard rate, such reduced 
rate of retired pay shall be subject to a further 
reduction at the rate of 8 per cent. 

(c) The standard gcales of disability retired pay referred to 
below are to be reduced as indicated :— 

(i) The scale for the Officers referred to at (a) of the 
8rd paragraph to the Ist Schedule to the Order 
in Council of the 11th October, 1923, shall be 
reduced by £8 throughout and the addition for 
each complete year of service not exceeding 
three shall be reduced from £10 to £9. 

(ii) The scale for the Officers referred to at (b) of the 
8rd paragraph of the same Schedule ghall be 
reduced by £5 throughout. 

(iii) The scale for the Officers referred to at (c) of the 
8rd paragraph of the same Schedule shall be 
reduced by £4 throughout.

scale applicable to his rank and seniority, would be less than 1s. in 
excess of his daily emoluments as a rating, calculated in the manner 
prescribed in Rule 3 below, may be granted a special rate of full 
pay greater by 1s. a day than such daily emoluments as a rating, 
provided that immediately before his promotion to Warrant rank 
he was married or a widower with a child or children to, or in 
respect of, whose wife or child or children marriage allowance was 
in course of payment. 

‘* 3. The daily emoluments as a rating on which the comparison 
between emoluments as a rating and full pay as an officer is to be 
made for the purpose of Rule 2, are to be based on the daily rates of 
Substantive and Non-Substantive Pay, Badge Pay, Kit Upkeep 
Allowance, and Marriage Allowance, of which the officer was in 
receipt on the day preceding that of his promotion to Warrant rank, 
subject to the following provisos :— 

(i) Where the total daily emoluments as a rating thus deter- 
mined are not an exact multiple of 2d., they shall be 
deemed to be a sum equal to the next multiple of 2d. ; 

(ii) Where the full pay of an officer, although at the date of his 
promotion at least 1s. in excess of his daily emoluments 
as a rating, has since ceased, or may hereafter cease, 
to be so as the result of a general reduction in his scale 
of pay, marriage allowance shall be calculated at the 
rates in force at the date of such reduction, but with 
reference to the Officer’s condition as regards wife and 
children on the day preceding that of his promotion to 
Warrant rank. 


‘* 4.—(a) An officer in receipt of a special rate of pay under these 
regulations shall not be permitted to receive concurrently the 
specialist allowance which is payable continuously in respect of 
qualification in advanced gunnery, but an officer to whom a special 
rate of pay under these regulations has been granted, and who, 
after the date of the award thereof may qualify for such specialist 
allowance may be permitted to receive the normal rate of full pay 
appropriate to his rank and seniority, together with the allowance 
when such payment is more to his advantage than the special rate 
of pay.

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FIRST SCHEDULE. 


REGULATIONS. 
General. 


1. Moorings for His Majesty’s vessels, mark buoys, and other aids to 
navigation, and such other buoys as may be required for any purpose in 
connection with Naval or Military operations, may be placed by the King’s 
Harbour Master in such positions as he may from time to time consider the 
requirements of His Majesty’s Service demand. 


2. No person shall lay moorings for private vessels, hulks, rafts, pontoons, 
bathing stages, houseboats, timber or any floating structures in the Dock- 
yard Ports without the permission, in writing, of the King’s Harbour Master, 
and all such moorings shall be in such positions as the King’s Harbour 
Master shall deem fit, and shall be forthwith removed on the requisition of 
the King’s Harbour Master to that efiect. 


3. If at any time the anchor of any merchant or other private vessel 
hooks any Government moorings, or any electric cables, or moorings of 
buoys, or any pipe, the master of such vessel shall not proceed to unhook 
the same, but shall forthwith give notice thereof to the King’s Harbour 
Master, in order that aid may be given for clearing such moorings or 
cables or pipe without doing damage to the same. 


4. No Merchant or other private vessel of above five tons, compelled or 
allowed to anchor in or near any of the navigable channels of the Dockyard 
Ports shall be left at any time without a shipkeeper. 


5. No fishing from boats shall be carried on within one hundred feet of 
His Majesty’s Dockyards or other Government establishments. 


6. No ballast, stones, earth, clay, refuse, ashes, rubbish, dust, filth of 
any description, nor refuse from any quarry, mine or pit, nor any other 
matters solid or liquid whatsoever, shall be unladen, cast, or allowed to fail 
into the waters of the Dockyard Ports, except in such places as may be 
appointed by the King’s Harbour Master; or upon the banks or any portion 
of the shores of the Dockyard Ports where the same may be liable to be 
washed into the waters of the Dockyard Ports by rain, tide, or otherwise; 
or into or upon the shores of any rivers or streams discharging into the 
Dockyard Ports where the same may be liable to be washed into the said 
rivers or streams by rain, flood, or otherwise 


7. The steam syren shall not be used within the limits of the Dockyard 
Port of Devonport except to prevent collision or in case of fog. 


8. No fire-arm nor air-gun shall be discharged from any vessel or from 
the shore, over the water within the limits of the Dockyard Port of Devon- 
port navigable for ships, from its southern limit to an imaginary line 
drawn from Neil to Warleigh Points in the River Tamar and to abreast 
of Antony Ferry in the River 8t. Germans; or in the shallow waters of 
St. Johns, Sango, or Millbrook Lakes outside an imaginary line jomlng 
Trevol and Palmer Points, or in Weston Mill Lake outside the Cornwal 
railway viaduct, or within 200 yards of any ship or vessel elsewhere 12 
the Dockyard Ports, excepting always such discharge of fire-arms as may 
necessary by His Majesty’s naval and military forces and the Metropolitan 
Police employed within the limits of the Dockvard Ports, for drill or 
practice, and for the protection of His Majesty’s vessels and the naval «2 
military magazines and establishments.

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9. No ship’s gun on board any merchant or other private vessel shall 
be kept loaded, nor shall any such gun be discharged except as a signal of 
distress in the Dockyard Ports. 


10. Whenever it may be necessary, for mining or gunnery operations 
or experiments, dredging operations, or other naval or military purposes, 
to reserve any area for such operations or purposes, the area will be 
marked by buoys coloured Green and White, or by posts coloured Red, 
and after twenty-one days’ warning notice has been issued by the 
Admiralty, and published in the London Gazette, prohibiting within the 
area so marked either trawling, or anchoring and kedging, or trawling, 
anchoring and kedging, or trawling, anchoring, kedging and passing 
through the said area, no vessel shall act in contravention of the said 
warning notice, unless compelled to do so by stress of weather or to avoid 
accident; nor when such area 1s uncovered or nearly uncovered at low 
water shall any person pass through or remain in it, unless by permission 
of and under such arrangements as may from time to time be made by 
the Officer in charge of such operations. 


ANCHORAGE. 
General. 


11. All merchant or other private vessels shall be subject to the direction 
of the King’s Harbour Master. 


12. No merchant or other private vessel shall make fast to, or lie at, any 
of the buoys marking the channels or shoals in the Dockyard Ports. 


13. No merchant or other private vessel shall without licence in writing 
from the Naval Commander-in-Chief, Admiral Superintendent, or King’s 
Harbour Master, be moored or fastened to any of the forts, Government 
moorings, buoys, piles or vessels in the Dockyard Ports. 


14. No vessel shall anchor on the line of any pipe or electric cable laid 
down in the Dockyard Ports when such line is indicated by posts, or other 
discernible marks erected on shore, or when it lies within an area shown on 
the Admiralty Charts as a space in which anchorage is prohibited on account 
of the presence of pipes or telegraph or other elcctric cables, and a warning 
has been conveyed to mariners by notice issued by the Admiralty. 


15. All vessels subject to or being in quarantine shall anchor in such 
place as the King’s Harbour master may direct. 


Dockyard Port of Plymouth—Plymouth Sownd. 


16. Anchorage for large vessels.—The area in the Sound extending for a 
distance of 2 cables on either side of a line drawn from the Breakwater 
Lighthouse in a 045° direction and as far to the north-eastward as a line 
joining the charted position of the Melampus lightbuoy and the white 
obelisk beacon on the extremity of Rams Cliff Point, will be reserved for 
the use of deep draught vessels, both of His Majesty’s Navy and of the 
Mercantile Marine; i.e., for all vessels of 25 feet draught and above. 


Anchorage for small vessels.—Vessels under 25 feet draught are to anchor 
clear of the above area and south-eastward of a straight line joining 
Picklecombe Fort and Mount Batten Tower. 

Such vessels should avoid anchoring on or near the leading line for the 
Smeaton Pass. | 
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17. No merchant or other privately-owned vessel is to anchor north-weat- 
ward of a straight line joining Picklecombe Fort and Mount Batten Tower, 
except :— 


‘a, within the Yacht anchorage off the Promenade Pier, 


(6) northward of Drake’s Island, between the Island and the line af 
Admiralty moorings. 


18. No merchant or other privately-owned vessel shall be anchored, moored 
or placed in either the Eastward or Western entrances to the Sound, nor 
within 50 fathoms of the centre of any moorings for the use of His 
Majesty’s vessels. 


Cattewater. 


19. An open channel of not less than 50 fathoms in width, on the north 
side of the harbour shall be kept clear for the navigation of vessels from 
the entrance of Cattewater up towards the Bear’s Head and Turuchapel 
Point, and as far as His Majesty’s breakwater establishment at Oreston, 
and no merchant or other private vessel shall anchor in or obstruct this 
channel. 


Nore.—In addition to the regulations and rules contained in this Order 
special regulations made by the Cattewater Commissioners for merchant 
and other private vessels are in force in the area under their jurisdiction. 


Dockyard Port of Devonport. 


20. No merchant or other private vessel shall be anchored or moored in 
the fairway between the Government moorings in the Dockyard Port of 
Devonport so as to swing within 100 fathoms from the centre of any of 
those moorings, or in such a position as to be liable to foul any of His 
Majesty’s vessels at those moorings or elaewhereys or in fromt or abreast of 
any of His Majesty’s dockyards or arsenals or of His Majesty’s gunwharf, 
unless consigned thereto and unless permission is granted by the King’s 
Harbour Master or unless forced thereto by unavoidable accident. 


31. No merchant or other private vessel shall be made fast to or be 
moored to or secured by any of the moorings, anchors, or chains belonging 
to His Majesty to which access can be had when the tide is out, or 20 
anchored or moored so as to swing within 100 fathoms of any buoys or 
piles belonging to His Majesty or in such a manner as to prevent access to 
His Majesty’s docks, wharves, arsenals, gunwharf, er victwalling yard, 


22. No merchant or other private vessel shall be anchored or moored in 
Stonehouse Pool, except to the eastward of a straight line drawn between the 
end of the west pier of the Royal William Victaalling Yard basin and the 
west extreme of Ovean Quay and a channel for boats and barges shall be kept 
clear from the fairway in the Dockyard Port of Devonport to the Admiral’s 
Hard, and up Stonehouse Lake to the Royal Naval and Military Hospitals 
above Stonehouse Bridge. | 


23. A navigable channel for small steam vessels, barges, amd boats shall 
‘be kept clear from the fairway in the Dockyard Port of Devonport, to the 
quays at South Down, in Millbrook Lake, and also in Millbrook Lake, to 
the village of Millbrook, when the tide shall permit. 


24. No merchant or other private vessel shall be anchored, moored oF 
placed nearer any of the wharves of the Royal William Victualling Yard 
than 60 fathoms or within the line of mooring buoys as laid down at the 
date of this Order, or at any time thereafter, or nearer than 50 fathoms to 
any Government moorings off the said Victualling Yard. 
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25. Nothing however in the foregoing provisions shall be deemed to 
exclude such vessels as require admission to the wharves, docks and other 
establishments at Mutton Cove, North Corner, New Passage, and elsewhere 
for loading and unloading cargoes, and all such vessels shall continue to 
eajoy their accustomed privileges in this respect-as fully as if this Order 
had not been made, provided that such vessels do not impede nor interfere 
with the navigation of His Majesty’s vessels. 


PREVENTION OF FIRE. 


26. No vessel when passing the powder magazine at Bull Point or any 
of the powder ships (painted red), shal] pass inside the red buoye off Bull 
Point, or between the powder ships and the red buoys placed to guard 
them. 


27. No merchant or other private vessel shall be breamed in any part of 
the Dockyurd Port of Devonport, except on the shore of Stonehouse Pool 
or at Rogers’ boat-building yard at Cremill. 


28. Within the distance of 200 yards from any of His Majesty’s vessels, 
or of any hired vessel in His Majesty’s service or of any of His Majesty’s 
docks, dockyards, arsenals, powder magazines, or wharves— 


(a) No pitch, tar, resin, turpentine, grease, tallow, oil, nor other com- 
bustible matter, shall be boiled or heated on board any merchant 
or other private vessel; 


(6) No fire shall be kept on board any merchant or other private vessel 
in the Dockyard Port of Devonport, except in stcam vessels’ 
furnaces, between 11 o’clock in the evening and 5 o’clock in the 
morning from the Ist October to the 3lst March inclusive, or 
between 11 o’clock in the evening and 4 o’clock in the morning 
between the Ist Apri] and the 30th September inclusive. 


PENALTIES. 


29. The master of every merchant or other private vessel to which this 
Order relates shall observe and cause to be observed the said Regulations in 
this Schedule as far as they relate to his vessel, and if any master or other 
person acts in any respect in contravention of any of the said Regulations, 
er fails to observe or to cause the same to be observed, he shall for every 
such offence be liable to a penalty not exceeding the sum of ten pounds. 


Note.—The King’s Harbour Master or any Officer acting directly under 
his authority will, when afloat and in the execution of the duties pertaining 
to his office as such, wear in the bows of the vessel a Union flag with a 
white border and, in the centre of the flag, the letters K.H.M. surmounted 
by a Orown. . 


SECOND SCHEDULE.

Observance of ‘* Regulations for preventing Collisions at Seu.”’ 


1. All vessels when within the limits of the Dockyard Ports shall, except 
as is otherwise provided in Clauses 2, 3, 4, 5 and 12 of this Schedule, 
carry such lights as are prescribed by the ‘ Regulations fer preventing 
Collisions at Sea’’ made from time to time under the Merchant Shipping 
Act; and all vessela of every description shall also observe the steering and 
sailing rules set forth in such Regulations, except in so far as they are 
affected by the Rules hereinafter contained. 
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Vessels ecempted from carrying Anchor Lights. 


2. Coal and other huilks moored head and stern in the Dockyard Port of 
Devonport, ships without shipkeepers lying to the northward of the steam 
ferry at Torpoint, coal and oil lighters moored out of the fairway to the 
northward and southward of the steam ferry at Torpoint and off Kinter- 
bury Pier, and Dockyard lumps and lighters moored off the Dockyard wall 
between Mutton Cove and the south end of No. 1 Jetty, need not carry 
anchor lights. 

Inghts for Boats at Anchor. 


3. Small fishing boats, and all other boats of every description at anchor 
in any part of Plymouth Sound at night, shall exhibit a white light visible 
all round at a distance of at least 1 mile. 


Lights for Boats under Way. 


4. Small fishing boats and all other boats of every description under 
way in any part of the Dockyard Ports at night shall have ready at hand 
a white light, and shall exhibit the same on approaching or being approached 
by any vessel or boat under way. 


Dredgers. 


5. A dredger when at work or in position for working shall carry the 
following Lights and Signals, vis. :— 


Lights between Sunset and Sunrise: — 

(a) Forward.—In the forward part of the dredger at a height of 
not less than 20 and not exceeding 40 feet above the hull, a 
white light in a lantern so constructed as to show a clear, 
uniform and unbroken light visible all round the horizon at 
a distance of at least one mile. 

(6) Amidships.—Three such white lights placed in a triangular 
form at least 8 feet apart, at right angles to the keel and 
with the apex uppermost, the base of the triangle to be at 
least 10 feet higher than the forward light and to be also 
higher than, and clear of the framework, funnels, or other 
erections upon the dredger. If so moored or working as to 
make it necessary to prohibit the passage of vessels on one 
or hoth sides, a red light or lights in a lantern so constructed 
as to show a clear, uniform and unbroken light visible all 
round the horizon at a distance of at least one mile, is, or 
are, to be substituted for the lower light or lights of the 
triangle on the side or sides on which passage is prohibited. 

(c) Aft.—One such white light at or near the stern of the dredger 
and at such a height that it shall not be less than 16 feet 
lower than the forward light. 


Signals between Sunrise and Sunset: — 

Amidships.—Three black balls of not less than two feet in 
diameter placed in a triangular form at least eight feet apart, at 
right angles to the keel with the apex uppermost, the base of the 
triangle to be higher than and clear of the framework, funnels or 
any other erection upon the dredger. If so moored or working 80 
us to make it necessary to prohibit passage on one or both sides, 
a red flac or flags at least five feet in the hoist is, or are, to be 
substituted for the lower ball or balls of the triangle on the side 
or sides on which passage is prohibited. 

Signal in Fog :— 

In fog, mist, falling snow or heavy rain storms, a dredger at work 
er in position for working shall at intervals of not more than 
one minute sound a gong rapidly for about five seconds. 
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Vessels to keep clear of His Majesty’s Vessels and of other Vessels 
above 2,500 tons gross register. 


6. When one of His Majesty’s Vessels or other vessel in charge of His 
Majesty’s Officers or a vessel of over 2,500 tons gross register hoists the 
Red Ensign over ‘‘M’’ Flag (International Code—Alphabetical) by day, 
or a red light by night at the foremast head, denoting that she is under 
way for the purpose of passing between the Dockyard Port of Devonport 
and Plymouth Sound, all other vessels under way in the Dockyard Port of 
Devonport or in the narrow waters of Plymouth Sound shall keep out of 
the way of the said vessel, and by day only, traffic shall cease between 
Rubble Bank and a line joining the Mallard and Melampus Light Buoys 
in the reverse direction to that being taken by the vessel flying the Red 
Ensign over M. Flag; provided always that the said vessel shall be 
navigated with due care and at a moderate speed. When any vessel is 
showing either of the aforementioned signals denoting that she is under 
way for the purpose of passing between the Dockyard Port of Devonport 
and Plymouth Sound all other of His Majesty’s Ships present in the Port 
and the Signal Station Flagstaff at Mount Wise shall as a general warning 
hoist the Pilot Jack by day or by night show position lights (two white 
lights vertical, 8 feet apart, hoisted at the Peak, or if no gaff, hoisted 
abreast the maintop in the middle line of the ship or on the ensign staff). 
And by day only as a warning to vessels proceeding in the reverse direction 
to the said vessel flying the Red Ensign over M Flag, there shall he 
hoisted at the Flagstaffs at Longroom and the North Dockyard Signal 
Station a Ball over Red Burgee when the vessel flying the Red Ensign 
over M Flag is proceeding from Sound to Hamoaze or when the said 
vessel is proceeding from Hamoaze to Sound a Red Burgee over Ball. 
All traffic outwards between Rubble Bank and a line joining the Mallard 
and Melampus Light Buoys is to cease when the Ball over Red Burgee is 
hoisted, and all traffic inwards between a line joining the aforesaid Light 
Buoys and Rubble Bank is to cease when the Red Burgee over Ball is 
hoisted. 


7. When and so long as the Pilot Jack is hoisted at the yard arm of the 
flagstaff at the North Yard denoting that one of His Majesty’s Vessels 
is intending to enter or leave one of the docks, basins, jetties, etc. at 
His Majesty’s Dockyard at Devonport, all other vessels under way in the 
Dockyard Port, including all boats and small craft, shall keep out of the 
way of His Majesty’s Vessel which is being moved and of the tugs which 
may be in attendance upon her. 


8. Merchant and other private steam vessels when navigating along 
the western shore in the Dockyard Port of Devonport between Petre and 
Carew Points, shall keep outside or to the eastward of the Admiralty 
moorings in that locality. All such vessels shall also keep outside or to 
the northward of the ships of the Submarine Establishment moored off the 
Cremill Obelisk. 


9. Merchant and other private steam vessels navigating along the eastern 
shore in the Dockvard Port of Devonport shall keep outside, or to the 
southward and westward of, the moorings for lighters and lumps between 
Mutton Cove and the south end of No. 1 Jetty. 


Signal Directing Vessels and Boats to keep out of the way. 


10. When any seagoing steam vessel, steam vessel towing, steam dredger or 
steam hopper within the limits of the Dockvard Ports shall by reason of 
the crowded nature of the channel or anchorage, or from any other cause 
find it unsafe or impracticable to keep out of the way of other vessels or 
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boats she shall signify the same by four short blasts of the steam whistle 
or syren blown in rapid succession, and all vesselg and boats shall keep out 
of the way of the vessel making this signal; provided always that the 
latter shall be navigated with due care and at a moderate speed. 


Sound Signals for Vessels in sight of one another. 


ll. Whenever steam vessels within the limits of the Dockyard Ports 
are in risk of collision, they shall, in addition to the signals required by 
Article 28 of the ‘‘ Regulations for preventing Collisions at Sea,’’ indicate 
their own action as follows :— 

If steaming ahead, by one long blast on the whistle or syren; 
If stopped, by two long blasts. 


Ferries. 

12._(a) Any ferry vessel, however propelled, plying in the Dockyard 
Port of Devonport or across the Tamar River shall between sunrise and 
sunset keep out of the way of His Majesty’s Vessels. 

(b) Every such ferry vessel, propelled by means of chains, or in any other 
way confined to a fixed track, shall, instead of the lights directed to be 
carried by the ‘‘ Regulations for preventing Collisions at Sea,’’ carry four 
lights, one at each corner, showing white ahead and astern in the direction 
of the ferry track, and red on the beam or athwart the ferry track, each 
light to be visible for at least 2 miles. 


Locomotive Torpedo Practice. 


18. Whenever practice with locomotive torpedoes takes place, a red flag 
will be hoisted at the firing point to warn vessels and boats not to cross the 
range. While the practice is proceeding, no craft shall anchor for fishing 
or other purposes, nor shall any cruising or pleasure sailing take place in 
the area considered dangerous, details of which are to be published from 
time to time in notices issued by the Admiralty and in the London Gasgette. 


Prohibition of Trawling and Net Fishing in Certain Areas. 


14. No trawling or fishing by nets, whether drift nets or set nets, shall 
be at any time carried on in the main fairways to, or in the centre portion 
of Plymouth Sound, the prohibited area of which shall be limited as 
follows : — 

On the western side by a straight line drawn from Eastern King 
Point to the position marked by the Melampus buoy; thence to the 
position marked by the Queen’s Grounds buoy; and thence in the 
direction of the position marked by the Draystone buoy; 

On the eastern side by a straight line drawn from Fisher’s Nose to 
the outermost extremity of Mount Batten Breakwater; thence to the 
position marked by the Hospital Hulk in Jenny Cliff Bay; thence to the 
position marked by the Duke Rock buoy; thence to the extremity of 
Bovisand Pier; and thence to the Shagstone. 

Net fishing shall, however, be permitted around the breakwater, inside 
the area bounded as follows: — 

South of the breakwater, by a straight line passing from the western 
extremity of the breakwater, successively through the positions marked 
by the following buoys, namely, the Kuap buoy and Tinker buoy, 
to the eastern extremity of the breakwater; 

North of the breakwater, by a straicht line passing from the eastern 
extremity of the breakwater to a position one hundred and fifty yards 
North (true) of the breakwater fort; and thenoe to the westert 
extremity of the breakwater. 
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Marking of Wrecks. 


15. Should a vessel sink or become a wreck in any part of the Dockyard 
Ports so that an obstruction in a navigable fairway is caused, which in the 
opinion of the King’s Harbour Master it is necessary to mark, such wreck 
shall be indicated in accordance with the Uniform system of Wreck-Marking 
off the coasts of the British Isles, as follows :— 


(1) Green shall be the colour for all purposes connected with Wreck- 
Marking, namely, for lights, buoys, balls, shapes, wreck-marking 
vessels, &c. 


(2) Veasels and buoys shall have the word ‘‘ WREOK ”’ painted in white 
letters on their sides. 


(3) Throughout these regulations the term ‘‘ Starboard Hand ”’ shall 
denote that side which would be on the right hand of the 
mariner, either going with the mainstream of the flood or 
approaching a harbour, river, or estuary from seaward; the term 
‘* Port Hand ”’ shall denote the left hand of the mariner in the 
same circumstances. 


(4) Shapes and Characteristics of Wreck-marking Buoys. 


When a wreck-marking buoy is used, it shall be of one of the 
following shapes, and (if a light is carried) it shall be lighted 
in one of the manners following to indicate to the mariner on 
which hand he should pass the buoy. 


(a) To be passed on the mariner’s Port hand— 
Shape—Can. 
Light—If lighted, a Green Light giving two flashes. 


(b) To be passed on the mariner’s Starboard hand— 
Shape—Conical. 
Light—If lighted, a Green Light giving three flashes. 


(c) To be passed on either side— 
Shape—Spherical. 
Light—If lighted, a Green Light giving one flash. 
(5) Characteristics of Wreck-Marking Vessels. 


When a wreck-marking vessel is used, it shall carry the lights 
and shapes and give the sound signals following to indicate to 
the mariner on which hand he should pass the vessel :— 


(1) Lights. 
(i) Between sunset and sunrise to carry the following 
lights : — 
(a) To be passed on the mariner’s Port hand— 


Two green lights in a vertical line not less 
than 6 feet apart from the end of a cross-yard, 
the lower light to be of a height not less than 
15 feet above the hull. 


(6) To be passed on the mariner’s Starboard hand— 


Three green lights in a vertical line not less 
than 6 feet apart from the end of a cross-yard, 
the lowest light to be of a height not less than 
9 feet above the hull. 


(c) To be passed on either side— 


Four green lights, two in a vertical line one 
over the other, not less than 6 feet apart, on 
each end of a cross-yard with a horizontal dis- 
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tance between the lights at either end of the 
cross-yard not less than 15 feet, and not exceed. 
ing 25 feet. The height of the two lower lights 
to be not less than 15 feet ahove the hull. 


(ii) A wreck-marking vessel shall not carry the ordinary 
riding light for a vessel] at anchor. 


(2) Shapes. 


Between sunrise and sunset to carry green balls or 
shapes corresponding in number and arrangement to the 
green lights as detailed above. | 


(3) Sound Signals. 


A wreck-marking vessel during fog, mist, falling snow, 
or heavy rain-storms, whether by day or night, to ring a 
deep-toned bell at intervals of not more than 30 seconds, 
as follows: — 


(a) To be passed on the mariner’s Port hand— 
Two strokes in succession. 


(b) To be passed on the mariner’s Starboard hand— 
Three strokes in succession. 


(c) To be passed on either side— 
Four strokes in succession. 


Vessels not to pass in narrow waters of Plymouth Sound. 


16. No vessel shall pass another vessel in the narrow waters of Plymouth 
Sound. Gteam vessels navigating with the tide shall have priority of passage 
through the narrow waters of the Sound over steam vessels navigating 
against the tide, and a steam vessel navigating against the tide shall ease 
her engines and wait until a steam vessel navigating with the tide has 
passed clear. , 


PENALTIES. 


Note.—The master of every merchant or other private vessel to which 
the rules in this Schedule relate must observe and cause to be observed 
the provisions of these Rules as far as they relate to his vessel, ana any 
such master by his wilful default infringing or causing any infringement of 
any of the provisions of these rules is guilty of a misdemeanour.

“And whereas under various Orders in Council, regulations have 
been laid down from time to time for the retirement, retired pay and 
disability retired pay of Officers of Your Majesty’s Naval and Marine 
Force, and scales of pensions and allowances for their widows, children 
and other dependent relatives : 


“And whereas we are of opinion that the rules relating to these 
matters require amendment in certain respects to cover Officers of 
Your Majesty’s Naval and Marine Force who are employed on certain 
Inspection, Research, Design and Experimental Ordnance duties : 


“We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to sanction the Regula- 
tions set forth in the annexed Schedule with effect from the 21st 
November, 1929. 


_ “The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in these proposals. 
“ SCHEDULE. 
“ Naval and Royal Marine Officers employed on certain Inspection, 
Research, Design and Experimental Ordnance Duties. 
“Conditions of service. 


“1. To whom applicable—The conditions laid down in this 
Schedule shall apply to Naval and Royal Marine Officers employed 
In such posts of the nature indicated above as the Admiralty, with 
the concurrence of the Treasury, may decide to include in the scheme 
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from time to time. Posts included in the scheme shall be divided 
into Higher posts, Senior posts and Junior posts respectively. Naval 
and Royal Marine Officers, whether on the Active or Retired Lists, 
shall be regarded as eligible for employment under the scheme subject 
to such qualifications as the Admiralty may lay down from time to 
time, and, if on the Active List, they shall be regarded as super- 
numerary to the establishment of their respective ranks while subject 
to these conditions or when undergoing training prior to appointment.

of living at the same dates and in the same manner as the ordinary 
rates of full pay of Officers on the general Active List. 


(11) The retired pay of Retired Officers serving in any of ones 
appointments shall be suspended during their service. 


“3. Remuneration during periods of temporary unemployment.— 
Officers on the Active List serving in any of these appointments will 
be eligible for unemployed pay or half pay at the rates appropriate 
to their substantive rank and seniority and under the conditions 
applicable to Officers on the general Active List. 


(11) Officers on the Retired List will be eligible to receive un- 
employed pay at a rate equal to their retired pay plus the addition 
to retired pay, if any (Section 7) for which they would have been 
eligible, if on the date of ceasing salary their services had been finally 
terminated at their own request. 


“4. Counting of service for increase of retired pay.—All time 
in respect of which salary 1s drawn shall count as full time for increase 
of retired pay. Time in respect of which unemployed pay or half 
pay is drawn shall, in the case of Officers on the Active List, count in 
the same manner as for Officers on the general Active List, and in the 
case of Retired Officers be ignored. 


“5. Termination of envployment.—Employment shall be termi- 
nated compulsorily at the following ages :—

Junior posts Be 3% i i ss és 47 


except in the case of Officers already holding confirmed appoint- 
ments in such employment on the 21st November, 1929, where the 
Admiralty may decide to extend the age limit. 


(i) Officers may be unemployed for two consecutive years but 
will not be eligible for further employment subsequently. 


(i) The employment of an Officer may be terminated at any 
time if, in the opinion of the Admiralty, he has been guilty of mis- 
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conduct or has unsatisfactorily performed his duties or is otherwise 
unsuitable or 1s physically unfit for further service. 


(iv) Voluntary termination of employment may be allowed at the 
discretion of the Admiralty at or after the age of 45. 


(v) The Admiralty reserve to themselves the right to terminate 
an officer’s employment under this scheme if, having regard to the 
posts he has held and the necessity for providing opportunity for 
promotion of more Junior Officers, they are unable to offer him further 
suitable employment. 


“6. Retirement from the Active Inst and Retired Pay.—Officers 
on the Active List serving in any of these appointments, if not previously 
retired at their own request, or otherwise, shall be placed on the 
Retired List as soon as they become qualified for the maximum rate 
of retired pay laid down for their rank or upon reaching the age for 
compulsory retirement under the Regulations applicable to Officers 
on the general Active List, whichever is the earlier, but such retirement 
shall not necessitate termination of their employment. 


(11) Officers whose employment under this scheme (otherwise than 
on probation) is finally terminated for any cause while on the Active 
List shall be placed on the Retired List at once with the rate of retired 
pay for which they are eligible under the regulations applicable to 
Officers retired from the general Active List.

Except as provided in clause III below, Officers whose 
services are terminated otherwise than for misconduct 
or any of the causes mentioned at Clause I (6) of this 
Rule and after less than 10 years’ service subsequent 
to their retirement may be granted an addition to retired 
pay, the standard rate of which shall be calculated at the 
rate of one-fiftieth of the standard salary of the appoint- 
ment held immediately prior to discharge for each complete 
year of service after retirement, excluding any periods 
for which unemployed pay under Rule 3 above may have 
been issued, provided, however, that the standard rate of 
addition to retired pay shall in no case exceed one-sixth 
of the standard salary of the appoimtment held immediately 
prior to discharge.

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“8. Rank on the Retired List.—Officers who on retirement hold, 
or who may subsequently be appointed to, a Higher Post under these 
regulations may, at the discretion of the Admiralty, be granted the 
rank or equivalent rank of Captain, R.N., or the rank of Colonel, R.M., 
on the retired list, and, similarly, Officers who on retirement hold, or 
who may subsequently be appointed to, a Senior Post under these 
regulations may, at the discretion of the Admiralty, be granted the 
rank or equivalent rank of Commander, R.N., or the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel, R.M., on the retired list. 


“9. Additional retired pay on account of disablement attributable 
to the conditions of service.—Officers, whether on the Active or on 
the Retired List, serving in any of the appointments to which these 
rules apply, shall be eligible at the discretion of the Admiralty for 
additional retired pay in respect of disability certified by the com- 
petent medical authority as attributable to the conditions of service 
at the rates and under the conditions applicable from time to time 
to Officers on the general Active List. 


“10. Pensions and other grants to widows and dependent relatives 
of deceased Officers—The widows and other dependent relatives of 
deceased Officers who have served in any of the appointments to 
which these rules apply, shall be eligible at the discretion of the 
Admiralty for the award of pensions or other grants under the regula- 
tions from time to time in force for Officers of the Navy and Royal 
Marines, except that :—- 

(a) for the purpose of determining the eligibility of any applicant 
for a pension or other grant, service on the Retired List 
in an appointment to which these rules apply shall be 
regarded as equivalent to service on the Active List, and 

(6) for the purpose of assessing the pension or other grant, 
the rank of Captain, R.N., or Colonel, R.M., on the retired 
list conferred under Rule 8 of these regulations shall be 
regarded as the equivalent of the rank of Captain, R.N., 
on the Active List, and similarly the rank of Commander, 
R.N., or Lieutenant Colonel, R.M., on the Retired List 
shall be regarded as the equivalent of the rank of Com- 
mander, R.N., on the Active List.”

DOCKYARD PORT. 


Chatham and Sheerness. 


ORDER IN COUNCIL AS TO THE DOCKYARD Ports oF CHATHAM AND 
SHEERNESS. 


At the Court at Buckingham Palace, the lst day of October, 1931. 


PRESENT, 
The King’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 


Whereas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865,(@) it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council, from 
tine to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of a Dockyard 
Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make regulations in 
relation to any Dockyard Port for all or any of the purposes in 
the said Act particularly mentioned, and for such other purposes 
as from time to time seem necessary, with a view to the proper 
protection of His Majesty’s vessels, dockyards or property, or to 
the requirements of His Majesty’s Naval Service : 

And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in relation 
to any Dockyard Port, it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council, 
from time to time, by Order in Council, on the joint recommenda- 
tion of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade to make rules con- 
cerning the lights or signals to be carried or used, and the steps 
for avoiding collision to be taken by His Majesty’s vessels and other 
vessels navigating the waters of the port, and of the approaches 
thereto : 

And whereas in pursuance of the said Act certain Regulations 
and Rules were made by Orders in Council dated the 16th day of 
June, 1915, the 4th day of September, 1918 and the 17th day 
of March, 1925,(b) with reference to the two Dockyard Ports of 
Chatham and Sheerness : | | 

And whereas it appears expedient to amend such Rules as here- 
inafter provided : 

And whereas the provisions of Section 1 of the Rules Publica- 
tion Act, 1893,(¢) have been complied with: 


(a) 28-9 V. c. 125. (b) S. R. & 0. 1915, No. 594; 1918, No. 1175; 
(oc) 56-7 V.c. 66. 1925, No. 257. 
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Now, therefore, His Majesty, by virtue of the powers in 
this behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Him vested, on the 
joint recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, 
by and with the advice of His Privy Council, is pleased to order, 
and it is hereby ordered, as follows :— 


1. This Order shall take effect from one calendar month from 
the date hereof. 


2. The Second Schedule of the said Order in Council dated the 
16th day of June, 1915, as amended by the said Orders in Council 
dated the 4th day of September, 1918 and the 17th day of March, 
1925, is hereby repealed. 


3. The following Rules shall have effect in relation to the two 
Dockyard Ports of Chatham and Sheerness and shall be read and 
construed as the Second Schedule of the said Order in Council 
dated the 16th day of June, 1915.

SECOND SOHEDULE. 
RvuLgs. 


Observance of ‘‘ Regulations for preventing Collisions at Sea.”’ 


1. All vessels within the limite of the Dockyard Ports, with the excep- 
tion of merchant and other private vessels above Garrison Point, shall 
comply with the ‘‘ Regulations for preventing Collisions at Sea’’ made 
from time to time under the Merchant Shipping Act, except in so far 
as those regulations are inconsistent with the rules hereinafter contained 


Nors.—Ajbove Garrison Point, merchant and other private vessels will 
comply with the Medway. Conservancy Byelaws. 


Vessels not to approach Vessels carrying Royal or other Standard 
at Masthead. 


2. No vessel shall unnecessarily approach within two cables of any vessel 
carrying the Royal or any other Standard at the masthead, when under 
way in the waters of the Dockyard Ports outside Garrison Point. 


Vessels to keep clear of His Majesty’s Vessels. 


3. When ‘one of Hie Majesty’s vessels or other vessel being in charge 
of His Majesty’s Officers under way within the limite of the Dockyard 
Ports hoists the Red Ensign over ‘‘M”’ flag (International Code—Alpha- 
betical) by day, or a red light by night, at the foremast head, all other 
of His Majesty’s vessels present in the Port. shall hoist the Pilot Jack 
by day, or show position lights (two white lights vertical, 8 feet apart 
hoisted at the peak, or if no gaff, hoisted abreast of the maintop in the 
middle line of the ship or on the Ensign Staff) by night, as a general 
warning. The Pilot Jack shall also be hoisted by day, or position lights 
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by night, for the same purpose at Chatham Dockyard and at the Signal 
Station at Garrison Point Fort, Sheerness, and all other vessels under 
way in the Dockyard Ports shall keep out of the way of the said vessel 
flying the Red Ensign over ‘‘M”’ flag, or showing the red light at the 
foremast head; provided always that the said veceel shall be navigated 
with due care and at a moderate speed. 


4. In the Dockyard Port of Chatham, when and so long as the Pilot 
Jack is hoisted at the flagstaff at Locks, denoting that one of His Majesty’s 
Vessels is intending to enter or leave the locke, or the Red Burgee 18 
hoisted on a etaff fixed to No. 3 building shed, denoting that one of 
His Majesty’s Vessels is intending to enter or leave No. 2, 8 or 4 Dock, all 
steam vessels under way in the Dockyard Port shall keep out of the way 
of the vessel which is being moved and also of the tugs which may be in 
attendance upon her. 


5. In the Dockyard Port of Sheerness, when and so long as the Red 
Burgee is hoisted at the Harbour Sheers, denoting that one of Hie Majesty’s 
Vessels is intending to enter or leave the basins, all steam vessels under 
way in the Dockyard Port shall keep out of the way of the vessel which is 
being moved and also of the tugs which may be in attendance upon her. 


6. In the Dockyard Port of Sheerness, when and so long as the Red 
Burgee is hoisted at the entrance to North Camber, denoting that one of 
His Majesty’s Vessels is about to be docked or undocked in the said Camber, 
all steam vessels under way in the Dockyard Port shall keep out of the way 
of the vessel which is being moved and of the tugs which may be in 
attendance upon her. 


Vessels to keep clear of Dredger Anchors. 


7. All merchant and other private vessels shall keep clear of the anchors 
of dredgeres within the limits of the Dockyard Ports. Such anchors will 
not necessarily be buoyed, and may lie as far as 200 fathoms from the 
dredger to which they belong. Should a dredger be removed altogether 
from her anchors, the position of the anchors and moorings will be indicated 
by cylindrical buoys painted white and with a broad red band around the 
middle of the drum. 


Vessel turning round. 


_ 8. When a steam vessel under way (which includes a tug with a tow) 
is about to turn round by night or by day, she shall signify the same by 
four short blasts of the steam whistle in rapid succession, followed after a 
short interval, if turning with her head to starboard, by one short blast, 
and if with her head to port, by two short blasts, and whilst turning shall 


repeat such signal to any approaching vessel, which latter vessel shall 
take action to avoid collision. 


Signal directing vessels and boats to keep out of the way. 


9. When any seagoing steam veseel, steam vessel towing, steam dredger 
or steam hopper under way within the limits of the Dockyard Ports shall 
by reason of the crowded nature of the channel or anchorage, or from any 
other cause find it unsafe or impracticable to keep out of the way of other 
vessels or boats, she shall signify the same by four short blasts of the steam 
whistle or syren blown in rapid succession, and all vessels and boats shall 
keep out of the way of the vessel] making this signal; provided always that 
the latter shall be navigated with due care and at a moderate speed. 
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Sound Signals in Fog, ce. 


10. In fog, mist, falling snow, or heavy rain storms, whether by day or by 
night, the sound signals required by Rule 8 or Rule 9 shall be repeated at 
intervals of not more than two minutes. 


Inghts and Signals for Dredgers. 


11. A dredger when at work or in position for working shall oarry the 
following Lights and Signals, viz. :— 


Lights between Sunset and Sunrise :— 

(a) Forward.—In the forward part of the dredger at a height of 
mot less than 20 and not exceeding 40 feet above the hull, a white 
light in a lantern so constructed as to shaw a clear, uniform and 
unbroken light visible all round the horizon at a distance of at least 
one mile. 


(b) Amidships.—Three such white lights placed in a_ triangular 
form at least 8 feet apart, at right angles to the keel and with the 
apex uppermost, the base of the triangle to be at least 10 feet higher 
than the forward light and to be also higher than and clear of the 
framework, funnels, or other erections upon the dredger. If so moored 
or working as to make it necessary to prohibit the passage of vessels 
on one or both sides, a red light or lights in a lantern so constructed 
as to show a clear, uniform and unbroken light visible all round the 
horizon at a distance of at least one mile, is, or are, to be substituted 
for the lower light or lights of the triangle, on the side or sides on 
which passage is prohibited. 

(c) Aft.—One such white light at or near the stern of the dredger 
and at such a height that it shall not be less than 15 feet lower tnan 
the forward light. 


Signals between Sunrise and Sunset :— 

Amidships.—Three black balls of not less than 2 fect in diameter 
placed in a triangular form at least 8 feet apart, at right angles to the 
keel with the apex uppermost, the base of the triangle to be higher 
than and clear of the framework, funnels, or any other erection upo2 
the dredger. If so moored or working as to make it necessary to 
prohibit passage on one or both sides, a red flag or flags at least 5 feet 
in the hoist is, or are, to be substituted for the lower ball or balls o! 
the triangle on the side or sides on which passage is prohibited. 


Signal in Fog :— 
In fog, mist, falling snow, or heavy rain storms a dredger at work 
or in @ position for working shall at intervals of not more than one 


minute sound a gong rapidly for about 5 seconds. 


Speed of Vessels Navigating Ports. 


12. No merchant or other private steam vessel when navigating the water 
area between a line drawn from Garrison Point to Grain Martello tower an 
a parallel line from the end of the Town Pier, Sheerness, or when navigatiag 
the water area above Whitewall Creek, shall exceed the speed of six kno’ 


over the ground. 


Steam Vessels Navigating against the Tide. 


13. Steam vessels navigating against the tide shall, betore rounding 82Y 
point of the River Medway, ease their engines and wait until any other 
vessels rounding the point with the tide have passed clear. 
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Marking of Wrecks. 


14. Should a vessel sink or become a wreck in any part of the Dockyard 
Port so that an obstruction in a navigable fairway is caused, which in the 
opinion of the King’s Harbour Master it is necessary to mark, such vessel 
er wreck will be indicated by the following marke: —

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‘‘ TII. For the purpose of Rule II, (b) and (c), when the period 
for which an Officer is appointed is indefinite and would not neces- 
sarily exceed six months, he is at first to be regarded as appointed 
for less than three montlis. After he has completed that period 
of service he is to be regarded as appointed for not more than six 
months and only after completing six months’ service in the 
appointment is he to be regarded as eligible for the maximum 
periods laid down.

ORDER IN COUNCIL AS TO THE DocKyARD PORTS OF PLYMOUTH 
AND DEVONPORT. 


At the Court at Buckingham Palace, the 17th day of March, 1932.

14. No trawling or fishing by nets, whether drift nets or set 
nets, shall be at any time carried on in the main fairways to, or 
in the centre portion of Plymouth Sound, the prohibited area 
of which shall be limited as follows :— | 

On the western side by a straight line drawn from 
Eastern King Point to the position marked by the Melam- 
pus buoy; thence to the positidn marked by the Queen's 
Grounds buoy; and thence in the direction of the position 
marked by the Draystone buoy ; 

On the eastern side by a straight line drawn from 
Fisher’s Nose to the outermost extremity of Mount Batten 
Breakwater; thence to Rams Cliff; thence to Duke Rock 
buoy; thence to Bovisand plerhead; and thence to 
Shagstone. 


Net fishing shall, however, be permitted around the break- 
water, Inside the area bounded as follows :— 

South of the breakwater, by a straight line passing from 
the western extremity of the breakwater, successively 
through the positions marked by the following buovs, 
namely, the Knap buoy and Tinker buoy, to the eastern 
extremity of the breakwater ; 


(a) 56-7 V.c. 66. 
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North of the breakwater, by a straight line passing from 
the eastern extremity of the breakwater to a position one 
hundred and fifty yards North (true) of the breakwater 
fort; and thence to the western extremity of the break- 
water. 


4. On the chart accompanying this Order are marked all the 
limits of the said areas, and this chart shall replace the chart which 
accompanied the aforesaid Order in Council dated the 29th day of 
June, 1931.

** Whereas by | Section 3 of the Naval and Marine Pay and Pen- 
sions Act, 1865, it is enacted, inter alia, that all pay, pensions, or 
other allowances in the nature thereof, payable in respect of ser- 
vices in Your Majesty’s Naval or Marine Force to a person being, 
or having been, an Officer, Seaman, or Marine therein, shall be paid 
in such manner and subject to such restrictions, conditions and pro- 
visions as are from time to time directed by Order in Council : 


** And whereas by Section 3 of the Officers of Royal Naval Reserve 
Act, 1863, it 1s enacted, infer alia, that Officers of the Reserve shall 
be entitled to receive such pay and allowances as we, with the consent 
of Your Majesty in Council, may from time to time appoint : 


““And whereas by the Naval Forces Act, 1903, it is enacted that 
the Admiralty shall have power to raise and maintain a Force to 
be called the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve and that any Volunteer 
enrolling under this Act, when serving for training afloat or called 
out for actual service shall be deemed to be serving in Your Majesty’s 
Naval or Marine Force within the meaning of the Naval and Marine 
Pay and Pensions Act, 1865 : 


“And whereas by Clause 9 of Section X of Schedule V to Your 
Order in Council bearing date the 22nd day of January, 1920, and 
by certain subsequent Orders Your Majesty was graciously pleased 
to direct that the rates of full pay, unemployed pay, half pay, retired 
pay, and gratuities authorised therein for Officers of Your Majesty’s 
Naval, Marine, Naval Reserve and Naval Volunteer Reserve Forces 
should be subject to revision periodically : 


“And whereas by Your Order in Council bearing date the 19th 
day of May, 1931, Your Majesty was graciously pleased to estab- 
lish revised rates of full pay, unemployed pay, half pay and certain 
allowances for Officers of Your Majesty’s Naval, Marine, Naval 
Reserve and Naval Volunteer Reserve Forces, as well as revised 
rules for computing the retired pay of Officers of Your Majesty's 
Naval and Marine Forces and revised rates of gratuity for certain 
of them, and at the same time direct that the said revised rates 
and rules should have effect from the Ist day of July, 1931, and 
be subject to further review on or after the Ist day of July, 1933:

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“And whereas in consequence of the urgent need for economy 
in public expenditure it was in the opinion of Your Majesty's Govern- 
ment essential that a substantial reduction in the cost of the pay of 
Officers and men of Your Majesty’s fighting forces should be effected 
as from the Ist day of October, 1931: 


‘And whereas in effecting the said reduction of cost the following 
principles were observed as regards the full pay, unemploved pay, 
half pay and certain allowances, and as regards the retired pay 
and gratuities of officers of Your Majesty’s Naval, Marine, Naval 
Reserve and Naval Volunteer Reserve Forces, viz. :— 

(a) That, except as provided hereunder and in the Schedule 
annexed hereto, full pay, unemployed pay, half pay, 
retired pay, gratuities and certain allowances should 
be paid at rates which are less than the standard rates 
of such emoluments as authorised by Your Majesty’s 
Order in Council bearing date the 22nd day of January, 
1920, and certain subsequent Orders, by approximately

cost of living ;

1927, No. 207 C.W. and the current 
rates from time to time corresponding thereto, are insufficient and we 
are of opinion that the Officers to whom the scales in the said Order 
apply should receive, as from the Ist day of October. 1931, full pay 
and half pay as though the said seales had not been instituted : 


“ And whereas we are further of opinion that. the rates of full pay; 
unemploved pay, half pay and certain allowances, as well as the 
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retired pay and gratuities of Officers of Your Majesty’s Naval, Marine, 
Naval Reserve and Naval Volunteer Reserve Forces should in future 
be subject to review in the light of changes in the cost of living at 
intervals of six months and that the revised rates established from 
time to time as the result of such reviews should have effect from the 
Ist day of April and the Ist day of October of each year : 


“We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council :— 
(1) To establish revised rates of full pay, unemployed pay, half 
pay and certain allowances for Ofticers of Your Majesty’s 
Naval, Marine, Naval Reserve and Naval Volunteer 
Reserve Forces with eflect from the Ist day of October, 
1931 ; : 


(2) To establish revised rules for computing the retired pay 
of Officers of Your Majesty’s Naval and Marine Forces 
with eflect from the Ist day of October, 1931 ; 


(3) To establish revised rates of gratuity payable on discharge 
or retirement to Ofticers of the Royal Naval Shore Signal 
Service and Chief Inspectors of the Royal Marine Police 
with effect from the Ist day of October, 1931 ; 

(4) To cancel the provisions of Your Majesty’s Order in Council 
bearing date the 7th day of February, 1927, No. 207 C.W., 
with effect from the Ist day of October, 1931; 

(5) To direct that the revised rates and rules in the Schedule 
hereto attached, shall be subject to further review at 
intervals of six months, with etlect from the Ist day of

subsequent Orders and, subject to the same exceptions. shall apply 
to the retired pay of all Officers in receipt of such rates and with 
effect from the Ist October, 1931. 


‘2. The revised rules of this Section shall not apply to :— 


(a) Retired pay reckoned at rates which were established prior 
to Order in Council of the 22nd January, 1920. 


(b) Retired pay granted to certain Ofticers retired under the 
provisions of the Special Retirement Schemes sanctioned 
by the Orders in Council of the 14th July, 1922, and the 
16th January, 1924, i.e., those whose retired pay was 
therein specifically exempted from subsequent review. 


(c) Additional retired pay for disablement, and, except as pro- 
vided in paragraph 3 (c) below, disability retired pay 
awarded under the provisions of the Order in Council 
of the 11th October, 1923, and subsequent Orders in 
Council.
